CONFERENCE CORNER 

These are tough days for those of us who believe that it is good for 
Christians to work together in today's dangerous and complicated world. Two 
media instruments of great influence, the Reader's Digest and CBS' "Sixty 



Minutes," have both attacked the two chief ecumenical organizations that exist 
today, the World Council of Churches and the National Council of Churches. 

It would almost appear as if there were a conspiracy to discredit these two 
organizations that bring together in common work and witness many different 
denominations around the world. Using figures that include the mission and relief 
dollars expended by all denominations through such enterprises as Church 
World Service (the primary humanitarian relief work of the churches) and the 
printing of such materials as the Revised Standard Version of the Bible, it is 
made to appear that vast sums are spent by the churches to fund these 
organizations. The truth is, the U.C.C. puts less than $50,000 into each of these 
Councils. 

The harder issue to answer is what programs are sometimes aided by 
these ecumenical councils. Some liberation groups in Africa as well as destitute 
people in Communist Vietnam and even Communist Poland have been assisted. 
I find it hard to see how sending food and medical supplies to desperately needy 
people is wrong. Jesus commanded us to feed the hungry and clothe the naked. 
In a terribly divided and hostile world, the best and most effective way to move in 
many cases is by doing work cooperatively. This often includes other Protestant 
groups, Roman Catholics and even Muslims and Buddhists. From my years of 
service on the United Church Board for World Ministries I am convinced this is 
the wisest and best way to be good stewards of our limited funds to help people. 

I will be glad to visit any church or ministerium that requests me to help 
answer questions and deal with this matter. I trust all our people to be fair- 
minded and to consider other points of view beyond the biased ones 
demonstrated in these two media. Christians are called first to follow Christ and 
be "His servants in the service of the human family." We can fulfill this mission 
only as we continue to work with other Christians as well as to work through the 
structures of our own United Church of Christ.

NEW HELP FOR OUR CHURCHES 

In 1648 in Colonial America the Cambridge platform spelled out the 
Congregational Way. Through the centuries following and through the 
denominational mergers, many books, pamphlets, tracts, etc. have been 
published to clarify changing responsibilities and procedures. Even with these 
publications there has been a great void of accessibility of knowledge of the UCC 
Way— until recently. Now available to each of us is a superb undertaking that 
explains everything UCC members are likely to ever want to know. On 8 1/2 x 
11" cards, color-coded and filed in the Leader's Box, are four categories:

C. Tasks and Skills 



D. Personal Growth 

Everything from A to Z is explained. Each subject is written in clear simple 
terms and is cross-referenced with other cards offering a wealth of information 
that may be grasped at a glance or studied in depth. OCLL designed and 
developed this wealth of knowledge with participation from people throughout the 
denomination, including seven from our own Southeast Conference. 

During the next few months the Rev. Joyce B. Myers, our OCLL regional 
staff person, will be conducting cluster meetings to demonstrate the use of the 
Leader's Box. Every minister and church member owes it to themselves and their 
churches to attend the meeting Joyce will be holding in their area. This is without 
a doubt the best and most complete source of information we have ever had or 
are likely to get.
